Miss Daisy DeW itt of St. Louis, rep­ 
resenting the Southwestern Division 
of the American Red Cross was pies- 
ent at this meeting, having made a 
special visit to Bryan in the interest 
of this im portant phase of Red Cross 
work. 
In the absence of the chapter chair­ 
man, E. H. Astin, who was out of 
the city, Mrs. Tyler Haswell 
vice- 
chairman, presided. 
After the read­ 
ing of the minutes, 
reports 
from 
standing committees, and other rou­ 
tine business, the secretary read a 
message from division 
headquarters, 
asking for the immediate 
appoint­ 
ment of a director of the Fourth Red 
Cross Roll Call, which takes places 
from Armistice Day, November lith , 
to Thanksgiving Day, November 25, 
1920. 
Mrs. W. S. Howell was unani 
moutly elected 
for 
this important 
work. 
Miss DeW itt was then called upon 
to outline the public health program 
of the Red Cross, and in an interest­ 
ing way she unfolded to the minds, 
and burned into the hearts 
of 
her 
hearers, the importance, the neces­ 
sity, the absolute demand upon us for 
immediate action in the work of rais­ 
ing the health standards of our Airier 
can life. 
The Red Cross of course

When this intensive work of j 
education has sufficiently developed 
the program, a county health nurse 
will be engaged by the Red Cross, to 
increase the efficiency of its public 
health service. 
An interest and enthusiasm in this 
needed work was manifested 
by all 
present at this meeting, which be­ 
speaks great results in the new activi­ 
ty of service and promises new lau­ 
rels to be added to the excellent rec­ 
ord already attained by the Brazos 
County Red Cross. 
It as was an inspiration and en 
couragement to the board also, to 
have present at the meeting, three 
of Bryan’s leading physicians, who 
expressed their hearty approval of 
the health work as outlined, and as­
